sieging Mazatlan and was threatening 
Mexico City from the west. 
Another division, General Carranza 
reported, had fought a battle at Pen- 
xacos, near San Luis Potosi, which is 
3oo miles north of Mexico City. Tills 
is the southernmost point which the 
Constitutionalists have reached in cen­ 
tral Mexico, aud with the army now 
atta* lung Tampico, they declare that 
the general advance on the Mexican 
capital is to lie made within a few 
weeks from three sides.
